ment this work v\ ill be under¬ 
taken and rushed to completion. 

All in all, those making the 
trip to th e capital feel well sat¬ 
isfied with the trip and with 
the reception the v received 
from Mr. Fallow as Minister of 
Public Wbrks and Mr. Low as 
member of Lie Warner constit¬ 
uency.

It 
weighs 363,000 pounds, more than 
four times as much as tiie original 
00,000-pound engine, and has a 
tractive effort of 57,000 pounds as 
compared to the 13,400 pounds nf 
old 360. No. 2850 is being care¬ 
fully checked for the trip and will 
bo beautifully painted in royal 
colors for tho tour over Canadian 
Pacific lines.
